He has no idea that the Arrears of Pen- 
eioii Act will be repealed. 
Not to speak 


of the principle involved, to repeal the 
act now woEld. he thinks, bo an injustice 
to thousands of claimants whose rights 
are equal to those who have already been 
granted arrears. It is not probable', how- 
ever, that the committee will further ex- 
tend the existing statutes though they 
Imve.umuy bills before them iMmteiuplaf- 
ing changes in such direction. 
Several 


propose to remove the statutes of limita- 
tion in certain cases and others to increase 
the rate of pension for certain injuries, ami 
to extend pensions to persons not within the 
scope of existing law. 
For instance, one 


bill provides for pensioning men injured 
ill the railway postal service, the revenue 
service, and the life-saving service. Mr. 
Joyce^ thinks it possible that the last- 
nanica class iii«y be regarded with favor. 
The men in the life-saving service make 
a strong case. Still to grant them pen- 
sions would break over the rule, estab- 
lishing a dangerous precedent. We have 
now no civil pension list except as affects 
the Judges of the Supremo Court nml 
special cases.

States, money orders of a new form, to 
bo called "postal notes," for transmitting 
by mail sums of money under five dol- 
lars. It is contemplated that tho now 
postal note, which is to be issued to the 
public for a fee of four

payable to the bearer at nny money-order 
oJftoe which the purchaser may select. 
Counterfeiting and alterations arc to be 
guarded against by having the now orders 
engraved upon bank-note paper, aud by 
having the figures representing

amount punched

upon 
tho 
right 


of 
the 
forms, 
headed 
respectively 


''dollars," ''dimes" and ''cents." 
The 


notes are to be valid and payable for 
three months from the last day of the 
month 
of issue, at the expiration of 


which time the holder, to obtain pay- 
ment, will bo required to forward the in- 
valid note, with an application for a du- 
plicate, to the 
superintendent of the 


nioney.onler system at Washington, and 
no duplicate can be issued of a lost postal 
note. 
Postmasters now receivej as com- 


pensation for tho issue and payment of 
money orders, one-third of the fees col- 
lected 
on 
orders 
issued, 
and one- 


fourtli 
of 
one 
per 
cent, 
on 


tho gross amount of orders paid at th«ir 
respective offices. 
But it is proposed to 


allow the postmaster three aud one-half 
cents for each transaction of issue and 
payment, this sum to be in full compen- 
sation. 
Tho bill in question furthermore 


provides for tho payment of every money 
order nnd postal noto which shall have re- 
mained unclaimed for a period' of seven 
years or more from the date of its issue, 
even after the lapse of that time, pro- 
vided the owner establishes the fact of 
his ownership in the original nionev or- 
der, or can produce the original postal 
note.

DISEASE GERMS IN ICE. 


Dr. Henry A. Mott, Jr., writes as fol- 


lows to the New York Evening Post:— 
It seems very fitmngu that the vast popu- 
lation of the Uuited States, up to (his en- 
lightened nineteenth century, have never 
known or been affected by tho disease 
germs and impurities which have all of a 
sudden been pointed out as normal con- 
stituents of much of the ice sold. It was 
only a short time since that a celebrated 
scientist discovered that coffee was pois- 
onous and should not he drunk, and we 
can remember the man in California who 
was only ninety-five years old who came 
to the conclusion that the use of tobacco 
was shortening his life. It is fully time 
that such theoretical ideas he discarded, 


. and more attention given to the practical 


side of such questions. 


When water is distilled by means of 


heat, the result is pure liquid water; when 
distilled (for it is so practically) by means 
of cold, pure solid water is produced. 
When water is distilled by means of heat, 
all substances iu solution and in suspen- 
sion separate out. So do these same sub- 
stances separate out during the process 
of crystallization. It may he set down as 
a rule that all water fit to" driuk is fit to 
obtain ice from. It is not, however, nec- 
essary to stop here, for perfectly pure ice 
can be obtained from water which, owing 
to suspended impurities, is unfit for 
drinking 
purposes. 
Organic 
matter 


in 
water 
is not 
directly 
poison- 


ous. 
It 
is, 
however, 
indirectly 


as it furnishes nourishment for the growth 
and development of the little forms of 
life present iu water which are them- 
selves capable of setting up a putrefactive 
action in the tissues. 
Crystallization of 


water is capable of eliminating much of 
the organic matter contained in the water 
frozen. 
I do not wish it understood as 


my opinion that ice obtained from the 
surface of staguaut ponds is fit to use for 
domestic purposes, but I doubl if ice 
companies survey Ihe country to 
Mud 


such sources to obtain their ice. I also 
doubt if they would secure their ice crop 
from such portions of a river where the 
sewage pours into the same: the odor of 
the

source. 
Where 
the 
water 


is more or less in motion the surface 
is constantly changing, and oxidation of 
impurities is the result, such water will 
produce pure ice. 
Where the water is 


foul while the ice obtained from it might 
he pure to all appearances, still the out- 
side of the ice would contain a layer of 
tho foul water, which it would not be 
safe to depend on washing to remove, for 
one or two drops of foul water contain 
sufficient forms of life which would de- 
velop 
under suitable 
conditions 
and 


cause serious trouble. 
Iu the case of 


salt water the ice is pure but salt to the 
taste, as the water covering the surface is 
salt itself; wheu this is removed from all 
interstices of the surface the ice is fresh. 


The practical side of this ice question, 


leaving the theoretical part to sensation- 
alists, is, do ice companies obtain ice from 
foul or stagnant water? There is plen- 
ty of opportunity for them to do so, but 
do they ? If they do, such ice is cer- 
tainly injurious, as freezing simply puts 
the forms of life iu the water asleep, to be 
awakened when warmth sad iionrishinent 
are restored. 
Some may think the com- 


panies do obtain ice from such sources, 
but my investigations and researches do 
nol point that way. I think tho agita- 
tion of this subject, other than before 
scientific societies, is uncalled for and un- 
warranted, as numerous people of theo- 
retical and esthetic taste will feel com- 
pelled to stop using so essential an ele- 
ment iu the ordinary way we arc accus- 
tomed, and take so much pleasure in
